He Knew from olmervation  and expe-
riencs that the happiness and prosperity of 8 people

He therefore concelved the sublime idea of infusing

A Borp ATTEMPT AT FORGERY—A NUMBER OF
COUNTERFEIT CITY WARRANTE DISCOVERED, —Y (4=
terdny two brokers on Thind strect were visited by
difterent parties who offered for sple several city
warrants drawn against the Pollce Departments At
the hotse of J. K Ridgwiay & Co. nine wars pur-
chased for the sum of §L042:40, and thén taken to
the City Treasnrer's ofMos, where they were stumpesd
in aecordance with the ordinance of Counells, The
parties did not prove 2o saccessful at the honsg of
Carson, De Dobbeler & Co,, where they were pro-
nounced counterfelts, and on being handed to the
one offoring to sell, he gulokly left the place, re-
marking thiat he would be buck 1n g few moments
with the stamp on them.

Not returning, the broker informed the police
authoritics, and the cliroumstanee Was commin catad
to the Clty Treasurer, who senl for those soll to
iidgway & Co, and on examination they proved to
be spurlons. They were drawn on Item No, 11,
which I8 to pay pollcemen, for Feplirsa made to sta-
tlon houses, und all matters appertuining to the
Pollee Department.  The blank forms of Wirrants
drawn in the Mayor's ofee wre printed in red ok,
and have the seal of the elty printed thereon, The
number of the warrant 1s stamped upon each one of
them. The forged warrunts are fae similes of the
originuls, except the ink used in printing them 1= n
ltile durker. The siguature of the Mayor's clerk
had been traced over an original copy.

Af soon a8 the forgeries were discovered the va-
rlous brokers were notitled, when it appeared that the
attemmpt to sell them had only been made at the
abhove-montioned places, It was fortunate that the
forgery was digeoverad so guickly, as it 18 bolleved
that there was a systematic plnn by which slinilar
warrants on all the other departments would have
biren 0N the Strest to-day, a4 it 18 Kknown that u smull
warrant on the Telegraph Department was pur-
clinsed vesterday morning by a susplolons-looking
character,

Y esterday afternoon the sttention of City Connails
wiug called to the subject, A resolution wus adopted
referring it to the Committer on Cash Accounnts of
the Clty Treasurer for investigation. The commirtes
met ot 11 o'wlock this moruing at the Tressurer's
offiee, where the connterfeits were presentsd and
examined, They vary In many respects from the
genuine, the printing generally being in much larger
type.  The routine of the ofee, with reference to
Lhe stamping wnd paving of warrants, wasd also In-
vestigated, and the committee came 00 the conolu
slon that all the necessary guards were in foree, sl
upon which no improvement coubl be made, except
ab o moaterind dismdvantage to the oporations of the

Its Amenities in nn Indinoe  Penltentiary -
Murderers Allowed to Go Fishing nnd Los-
wer Convicts Dine with the Warden.

A correspondent of the Chicago Republioan writes
from diwnupolis, under date of May 1

“Convicts In the State Pepitentiary of Tndinna
very quickly detect weakness in an oMcor, and os
quickly avall themselves of whitever sdvantage it
way be to them. It took them but o ghort time to
digcover that Indecision held the reins of govern-
ment, and a8 the discipline relaxed have grado-
ally gt the rules of the prisom st naiught, until they
now hobl the upper  hawd, When  reported
Ly & guard for misconduct, they are sent
back with a gentle reprimand or good addvice, and as
soon as they are out of the warden’s sight laagh at
his weskness and jeer at the guard for his pains,
Open violation of the rules goes unpunished, and o
|-uu[v of conviets were poetually taken by the warden
to hid honse and took tew with him and his family.
Two of that rnn,\- shortly afterwards made thelr
escnpe by sealing the walls, apd, when recaptured
guve a8 a renson for running away that the gunrd
had been aross to them. They were belleved, sent
back to thelr pleces unpunished, while the goard
waus reprimanded for speaking harshly to the little
Inpecent dieurs,

“Those of the guards who still  adhere to the old-
fushioned notions of dikcipline, and think that obedi-
ence should be exacted from the convicis, are now
tireatened with dismisssl, wnd will be dismiased un-
les® they mind thelr ways, and stop lecorsting the
feellngs of those pet lambi, A few days, or at fur-
thest o few weeks, will show whether this Is correct
or not,

“From Afteen to elghteen convigts, male and
femule, wre dully mllowed 1o o af large, without
restraint, amd {4 really seems a8 if the worst charse-
ters in the prison had been selected to have the
favor couferred on thom, Four at least of them are
murderers, Durglars and highway robbers help to
swell the list, Parties of themn are allowed o go
fishing at the falls, & mile from the prison, Ofa ne
wfternoon the females, dressed I foll eltizen's cos-
tume, promenide the streets of take long wilks on
the commons, while some of the men play ball or
cnt elrens capers und perform gymnastio feats for
the delectution of tnvited guests, The womon are
not plone in the matter of dress ; some of  them sport
artioles of cltiron's clothing, and make use of thelr
Hberty and spare change Ly patroniging the lttle
dogpery near the prison,  Awd further, s if doefi-
ance of deceney and of the city luws, a convict drives
8 milk wagon from the prison, snd sells milk right
under the noses of the people who pay the Lxes thik
support this burlesgue on the nane of  Pealtentinry.

“Mra, Longnecker, Sallle Hubbard, Jane Willlams
and Mre, Clom, four women of the prison, are there
for lfe terms, Mra. Longnecker isa woman who
poisoned her husband (n Indipnapolis soeme five or
six years ago. Ol Aunt Sallle Hubbard s & woman
sIxty years of age.

In Wabish county, thirteen years sago, bocause she
and her husband wanted aboat forty-tive dollars
worth of furniture that was in the house in which

the two funiilies llved, After they hml mur-
dered  the  family of  seven, they buried
the dend bodies ander the house, und gave
out that the missing family had retpoved
from the nelghborhood, They lived alx montha

above the murdered family, and might have Hved
there yel hivd not some awkward acclident disclosed
the presence of the dend bodies, Then she aod her
husband were arrested, tried, and convicted, e
was hanged, nod she was sent to the penitentinry
far e, We were astonished whon the warden sald,
‘She I8 an excellent, good okl woman, and 1 have
all the copfidence in the world in her. Bhe is allowed
perfect freedom about the place, and she conslders
this her home.'™
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
